Report on the Economic and Administrative State of the Hedjax Viluyet, October 1904 to 
February 1905. 


Political Troubles—The concluding months of 1903 were showing x sadly disturbed 
state of affairs, both in Hedjax and Assir, and the present outlook from Jeddah is again 
very unsatisfactory as regards Ottoman rule and supremacy in many parts of Arubia, 
while it was feared recently that the pilgrim season here would not pass without serious 
trouble. 

Yemen Revolt—To begin with Yemen, the Tmam's revolt of last August grew 
progressively more serious and difficult to deal with, and at the close of the year, just 
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when the newlycdesignated Vali-Muavin of that vilayet was passing Jeddah on the 
Yoyage to his post, it wns ramoured hore that Sana'a had fallen to the assaults of 60,000 
‘Kiabs, and all Turkish officials and soldiers, as also foreigners, found in the eity were 
massacred. This rumour has again just been repeated, but the Viee-Consul's report 
shows what really took place. 

“ovir—The large foree of regular troops assembled at Comfida a year ago apparently 
took no steps towards restoring their lately shipwrecked prestige; very few of them 
rched more than 30 miles from the coast, and now they are beginning to be with~ 
drawn, Assit may be taken to be practically self-governing for the most part, with 
very little show of Ottoman authority. 

‘Aden.—Recent developments as to the Aden frontier question would also seem to 
have aitrcted some attention and aroused suspicion in these parts, though, in view of 
the Tong time since the Commission began work, it would surely be time for the 
production of final results 3 

[Nej.—Itis now three years since Abdul Aziz-ibn-Feysul (commonly called Bin Saoud) 
suddenly seized the town of Riad with a mere handful of Wabatf warriors, and, estab- 
Tishing his authority without excesses, began the warfare which is now attaining such 
noteworthy proportions. ‘The reign of the blind and decrepit Feysul-ibn-Saoud having 
ended in just after Sir L. Pelly's visit to Riad, his martial son Abdullah, already 
Regent, acceded, but soon after his half-brother Saoud (reinearnating the story of 
Rornalds and Remus) revolted and drove him out, Abdullah ealled the ‘Turks to his 
‘auintance, who did little besides seizing Hosa for thomselves in 1871; however, Saoud 
having died three years later, Abdullah resumed the government of Riad till 1886, when 

-hin-Rashid, intervening on aceount. of inwurrection, descended from Hayil 
eiged the opportunity of extending iis kingdom over all Central Arabia, ruling 
justly and strongly till his death eleven years lator, 

"Abdul Aube (bin Mitanb), of the “ Ibn Rashid,” succeeding at Fayil, has proved so 
far (as anticipated at once in 1895) to have little of the influence, character, aud power 
of bis storn father, Mohammed. By the latter, the insurrection at Riad in 1800, and, 
‘again, Zamil’s moro widespread rising of 1802, were speedily and completely erushed, 
but in 1900 Abdul Aziz showed but little dotermination to maintain his sway, and 
Feyoul, having re-established his family rule in 1002, set out to attack his over-tord, 
Bin Rashid, with success. In January 1903 Bin Saoud won another i 
tand fourteon month later seernx to havo consolidated his victories, Finally, last summer 
he overcame Turkish troop who were supporting Bin Rasbi

‘accomplished anything, if silence should be kept as to their rumoured exploits of stopping 
tr plabdering innocent travellers on the way to Mocea. may mention in this respect 
‘a trifling anecdote: The aged Omar Nassif Effendi of this town (ex-agent of the Grand 
Shereef) was shortly afterwards spending the month of Ramazat Mecea, and, on his 
Highness inquiring ove night what the Jeddah townsfolk ad thought of this expedition, 
replied with bis usual caatious but tie humour that they ad acteally forgotten to 
talk abont Port Arthur and Manchuria, so entirely had their attention been diverted to 
this display of activity, recalling the saying as to buaying giddy minds with foreign 
quarrels 

"Bacoar Rumours —The local bavaar rumours have been very remarkable as to the 
Russo-Japanese struggle, and often, indeed, in advauce of real events, Even last sammer 
voyagers from the Persian Gulf by an occasional Russian ship would arrive in fear and 
trepidation of eaptare by some (purely imaginary) Japanese cruiser, Public sentiment 
seems to be distinetly anti-Russian, although this sbould nov be so, if one is to judge 
from the tuaterial point of view, for Russia contribules considerably toward the annual 
pilgrimage, and 4 trifling proportion also of the imports of this country, whereas Japan's 
Interests aud trade are practically nil, 

Health and Rainfall,—The public health in Hedjaz continues excellent, with no. 
infectious diseases, and in apite of the comparatively cold weather recorded recently. 
‘The rainfall of the last three months has been rather more than for some years paxt ; 
but the small quantity which has fallen in this town and neighbourhood ix likely to 
produce as much harm ax benefit, scelng that the old cement cisterns have been coverod 
Xo the depth of a few inches only, At Yembo, however, there was abundant rain, and 
thus the pilgrims’ wants will be folly met, while the numerous battalions of troops that 
have Intely been passing to and fro will also have found good water in plenty. In general, 
too, the Hedouins will do better with their flocks and herds, The sanitation of the chief 
towns of the Hodjaz has been attended to, and the long-promised condensers (for Abu- 
Sand at least, if not for Yembo) are on the way, 

The Haj.—"The year's pilgrimage ix now jost attaining completion, and in spite of 
tho slowness of arrivals in the beginning and the falling off of numbers from Yemen on 
‘account of the troubles there, and also of Malays and Javanese for various reasons, and 
besides the existence of plague at Aden, and » fow cases at Suez, with the consequent 
quarantines, the attendance hax been more than an average one; the absentecs have 
been more than accounted for by the very unusually large number—14,000—trom Egypt, 
and there have come some 12,000 from India, though Turks and those from the 
Darbary States may be rather fewer than usual, A strong escort, 400 troops with three 
‘guns, i this season accompanying the Egyptian Malmal, as Inst year difficulty 
Sas experienced in their progress to Medina, The health of the 60,000 arrived hax 
eon good, and no disease bas been observed save that five or six ships from Bombay 
find seoall-pos cases aboard.

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"s Visit fo Jeddah—The unusually long residence of his Excelleney from April 
to November was commented upon in the last Report, and aseribed to one cause or 
‘another; still that the Vali shonld occasionally make’ long sojourns here, thereby 
galtivatng relations wth the foreign Consulates and Earopeans resident in his district, 

His functions, while absent from Mecea, were carried on by the Grand Shereef, 
which arrangement gave satisfaction generally, and was interpreted as a token of mutual 
esteem and confidence between the parties, and of trust and reliance on the part 
of the Porte. His Highness’ health is, however, as previously reported, seriously 
‘undermined, 

‘The unfortunate fact of Mecea being the vilayet head-quarters precludes the 
foreign Consuls from acquaintance with the more important Government functionaries, 
members of the Council, &e., military or other olficers. These, on arrival, seldom 
delay an hour, but haston on at onee to join their post. 

Shipping Notes—Tvade during the last four movths received its regular yearly 
impetus from the frequent arrival of pilgrim-ships, but while commercial freigints have 
kept steady, pilgrim traffic rates were unusually depressed owing to competition, and 
fares from Turkey and Syria have also been very low. ‘The Russia Line steamers, which 
make the Odosa-Bussorah run, continue to call occasionally and are found useful for 
direct transmission between Jeddab and Constantinople, but it is to be regretted that 
their management is extremely lax, and Intely a regrettable scandal occurred in respect 
of spocie shipped in one of them.’ ‘The Italian Company, Florio Rubattino, was last 
Year contemplating a periodical vst to Jeddah, bat seems now to have given up the 
‘doa, 

Kailweys—OF the Hedjas Railway, we hear vaguely that progrow is being mad 
towards Medain Salih, and possibly the metals might be laid in eighteen months! time; but 
‘of the Mecea—Joddal line no further glimpse of prospects has emanated. The Acaba 
branch has been recognized ax very necessary, onee more, with rogaed to the several 
military movements lately insuing thence, 

In telography the Hodjas xhonkd afford » expital fold for wireless experiments, but 
tho chiof ditliculty seems to lic in the Inck of akilled operators in ‘Turkey. The once- 
mooted eable from Aeaba, making the ever-moreswished-for link with Yembo, remains 
likely never to s¢0 realization. 

‘Harbour, &e-—The state of the harbour hax boon rather less unsatisfactory lately, 
though it is surely anticipated that, unless radical measures be taken, the bost chanwel 
will bo silted up within ® comparatively short period. ‘The rebuilding of tho Thetis 
heacon continues to be neglected. ‘The Health Office, however, have bogun to execute 
some works upon Abu-Saad Iolani with @ view to the location of the condenser already 
above mentioned. 

On the other hand, the proposals for rebuikling the castom-house dept and offices, 
which were talked of two oF three years ago, hare presumably been altogether forgotten 
‘and abandoned. 

No piracios havo been brought to my knowledge during the four months, but thone 
of last summer have remained unpanished, 

‘A list of indemnities for robbery, for which recourse has been had to the local 
authorities, is anmoxed. 

Sinvery.—To conclude with a few remarks upon “slavery in the Red Sea,” though 
the subject ean searee be named without a covert smile in allusion to Beaconsield's 
rnowly-published novel. Kor the past twenty-five years this contraband import has been 
constantly diminishing, sil now the term kidnapping” should apply more accurately 
than ‘slave traffic.” ‘In « small way this goes on very occasionally from the thinly 
inhabited coasts opposite, while now and again slaves from this town make their escape 
to Suakim, 

Owing to the recent famine and very disturbed state of Yemen, some few (Arabs 
and others) girls and young women have been again abdueted from that province, 
although public opinion unreservedly condemns the practice and local authorities try to 

vent it, Except for the Mecea pilgrimage, opportanity then offering for secret 

hase and sale, the demand would be extremely trifling. ‘The truc Bedouin, however, 
ill holds to every title of his ancient rights in slavery, and exacts the respect of them 
(which he accords to others freely) perhaps more absolutely and tenaciouily than any 
other of his rights, and seareely ever is ho known to manumit voluntarily, or even 
conditionally, as by agreeing to self-redempti : 

‘Regularly every year about a dozen slave cases are disposed of with the help of 
the local authorities at tis Consulate. Usually about eight of these will be male town 


slaves, and far too commonly so aged and docrepit as to be of little further use to theit 
masters, who are only anxions to be relieved of the expense of their maintenance. Tn such 
cases a little light employment ix provided here, and some kind-hearted porson finds an 
‘occasion for charity. So, also, not unfrequently a pilgrim comes to the Holy Land under 
release of a vow to emancipate a slave, and suitable subjects of benevolence can then 
be offered him, The Vali himself, it is suid, often practices this form of charit 
has procured by purchase daring the last ten years the freedom of eighty or 
able-bodied slaves who may have hiad some reasonable, even if slight, eause af complaint 
against their master 
Quite recently it was alleged that secret orders had twen placed inthis 
district for ten eunuchs to be purchased for the Palace, and that there bad. been 
procured aftor much search and diffcalty at 1% cost of 6001. each, whereas formerly the

Revort on the Yemen Vilayet, Administrative and Economic, from September 1, 1904, t0 
January 31, 1900 


‘THE régime of TewSk Bey, the new Vali of the Yemen, bas opened with serious 
trouble throughout the vilayet, aggravated by the scourge of drought and famine, 

‘As was anticipated, the general revolt began with the departure of Abdulla Pasha, 
the ex-Vali and Command ief, and has grown in intensity ever since. 

‘Supplementing the information to hand given in provious reports on the internal 
affairs of this province, te latest accounts received deseribe the situation as being very 
grave, 

‘ter severing all communication between the capital and Hodeida, the rebel Arabs 
have attacked, with varying suceess, all the garrisoned places between Menakha and 
Sana‘a. 

‘The Tarkish block-house 10 miles north-east of the former place was besieged by 
the insurgents, whereas the garrison nt Melng, further east, surrendered for want of 
Provihe village of Suk-cl-Khamis, including the telegraph ofice, fell into the hands of 
the rebels, who next invested and assaulted the two Turkish “karagols” (guard stations) 
At Ban, razing one to the ground, 

‘Meineh or Senain Pasha, some 15 miles south-west of Sana'a, on the direct earava 
route, where the Turks have « fort and a block-house with a garrison of about 100 m 
jncluding gendarmes, suceumbed to the attacks of the Arabs. ‘Two guns of small 
calibre, a number of rifles, & quantity of military stores and provisions, and some 
tranaport animals were captured. ‘The officers of the garrison were allowed to proceed 
to Sana'a, but the soldiers retained as prisoners, 

‘Sans’a itself wax under fire and forced to repel the assaalts of the rebels from the

‘Troops are steadily pouring into the Yemen since the outbreak of the present 
revolt, Over 5,000 soldiers havo beon landed at Hodeida since October last, and others 
moved from Assyr. 

ho Imperial authorities havo decided, on the recommendation of the new Vali 
Adjoint, to dispatch twenty battalions from Syria and other places to the Yemen under 
the conmand of a General of the Fifth Army Corps, to pacify this province and to 
Pitnish the 

The M 1 recently requested Syyed Ahmed Pasha to accept a contract 
to prot inal troops, but the latier is disinclined to do so without the 
receipt of a substantial advance of 3,0001., although the expenses of the above army are 
being guaranteed by the Crédit Lyonnais.

I HAVE the honour to report that the Syrian Brigade of Ie St. Jean d’ Acre, 
which has heen slowly mobilizing for the past month, under orders to proceed to the 
Yomen, has now been ordered to stand fast, and no niore Syrian troops are to be sent 
there. 

‘The brigade was mobilized only with the greatest difficulty, and it was not an 
unfrequent sight in the environs of Haifa to sce detachments of sen who had desert 
being brought in, bound with eords aud escorted. by zaptichs, while some paid Iarge 
sums. to provide substit The want of money in the Syrian vilayets, and 
unwillinguess of the men to serve in the Yemien, retanled mobilization.

In 
the interval Sheilch Esa himself remained in my company at the Agency, and we 
ee now joined by his brother Sheikh Khalid, of Ruffa, and his son Sheikh

Tt s00n transpired, however, that Ali had escaped earlier in the day, immodintely 
on receiving Sheikh Abdulla's message (or warning ?), and accordingly Sheikh Khalid 
Toft shortly’ afterwards, ostensibly furnished with peremptory instructions from the 
Chiof to scour the island during the aight in search of his fugitive nophow. 

Tt would probably have been possible to have prevented Sheikh Ali's escape by 
ps bblujackets ashore in the morning and surrounding his house, but that would: 

‘avo beou 4 moro or less hostile act which it did not seem that we were justified in 
taking before tho expiry of the twenty-foor hours allowed for complianeo 
terms of tho ultimatun. 

5, This period. expired at a, the following, moraing, the 26th February, and 
om that day Shoikh Esn arrived a¢ the Agency half an-hour before the timo, accom- 
panied by his sons Hamod and Abdulla 

Vo “intiomated that he had brought with him the 2,000 rupees domanded ax 
compensation for the Persians, and also the draft notification in connection with 
the application of the right of *sukhra." (Chis was subsequently amended and 
provisionally approved by me and issued in the form shown in Inclosure No. %2) He 
Pided thatthe ftty men whom he bad been called upon to furnish as a bazaar guard 
‘would be prolvoed for inapeetion at any time that might be appointed. With regard, 
however, fo items 2 and 4-of the ultimatum, he stated that ho had so far heon unable 
to lay hands on any of the ten men required, and be had obtained no furth 
Of Sheikh Ali, as hia brother Khalid had not yet returned, He neverthete 
hia desiee to comply with tho orders of Government, and agreed to a 
such attachable property as his nephow might have left bebi 

‘A little later Sheikh Khalid returnod, but bix appearance evidenced no trace of 
the exhausting effoot which his all-night exertions might have been expected to 
produce cn aman of hie age. He reported that he had ascertained that Sheikh Ali, 
Pith eight or ten followers, had escaped to the mainland in the boat of some fh 
Which they had commandeered at a village on the eastern oxtromity of the island, 
opposite Kate. 

The Senior Naval Officer, Captain Prideaux, and myself, in consultation, now came 
to the conelusion that, even presuming that Sheikh Has hhad connived at Sheikh Ali's 
treape, his compliance with three of the demands and his agreement to hand over the 
fagitive's property made it hardly justifiable for us to proceed to extremition, but it 
Was decided (o call upon him forthwith to send his son Hamed on boart one of the 
mien-of-war, both as 1 hostage and as a proof of his own faith. 

“After considerablo demur on his own part and that of bis son, he finally accepted 
the situation, and Sheikh Hamed was at once seat off in a man-of-war's boat to His 
Majesty's ship "Sphinx" on the understanding that, if found necessary, he should bo 
dotaincl thero pending receipt of further telegraphic instructions from Government. 
‘Tho Sheikh was also assured on our own part that it was not part of our intention to 
deport Hamed to Museat or elsewhere in liew of Sheikh Ab. 

6. Sheikh Hained baying exbarksly steps were then taken to annex on behalf 
of Government Sheikh Ali's house and realisable property, after allowing sufficient 
time for his zona to be removed and suitably housed clsewhere with their immediate 

sonal and household necessaries. They were taken charge of by Sheikh Khalid. 
W'fetachment of Marines was landed by the Senior Naval Officer to surround the house 
and keep onder during ite attachment, and the same course was followel the next day 
While Sheikh Ali's elfects were being’ removed. As soon as the house was completely 
eared out it wos placed in charge af a sepoy guard from the Agency, which will now 
bo conveniently housed there pending the erection of permanent quarters for them. 
Timay mention that while co-operating with us in tho attachment of the house Sheikh 
Toa caked mo to take cognizance of the fact that it was not, aceording to him, Sheikh 
‘Al's absolute property, but was in fact the “Government House” of Manama, and 
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Prrtof the ancesta,possnsions of the AL-Khalifa family. T-shall discuss this point, 
owever, in a separate communication, and merely mention it incidentally here. 

‘Two native crafts, pointed out by Sheikh Esa as belonging to his nephew, wore 
burnt where they lay, and the remainder of his property, consisting of pereonn} effects 
and live-stock, were collected at the Agency for distribution and sale in duo course, 
T shall address Government subsequently with regard to the disposal of the procceds 
of the effects confiscated, which it was obviously not desirable to keep in Bahrein, 

7. On the 28th February the Sheikh definitely intimate! that Sheikh Alf and the 
ton culprits had eseaped from Bahrein territory to the mainland, and that be was 
Altogether unable to produce them. At the same time he undertook to publish 
hotifieations proclaiming their banishment, and offering a reward of 10,000 rupees for 
Sheikh Alls arrest and 200 rupdes for that of each of the ten hooligans. ‘Translations 
of these notices form Inclosures 3 and 4 

‘So far, thon, as the actual terms of the ultimatum were concerned, all the 
measures that were rendered practicable by the circumstances had now been taken: 
there remained to bs considered, howover, the case of the Mullah brothers, Jasim and 
‘Ained-bin-Makza, whose sinister influenco in Manama had been brought into marked 
reliof during the recent incidents 

During tho present proceedings they had been wise enough to abstain, outwardly 
at all events, from any special intrigue which would in iteelf have warranted the 
taking of drastic measures agaiust them, but T was quite at one with Captain Pridesux 
in thinking that it would be 2 mistake to allow the present measures to close without 
administering to them 8 warning caloulated to, prompt them to conduct themselves in 
future with more circumspection, ani to refrain from interfering in mattora of 
government outside their priestly functions. 

T therefore suggested to the Sheikh, whose attitude had now become much moro 
satisfactory and submissive, that he should send them both over to the Agency to 
Visit me, siving them at the same time on my belislf an absolute assurance of safo 
conduct and courteous treatment while here. ‘This course he readily assentod to, In 
the result the elder brother, Sheikh Jasim, came over at once, accompanied by the 
Chiet’s brother Khalid. ‘They both made cxouses for Sheikh Ahmed, who, they 
naively assured me, had been out of his house when the message was sont thom, but 
had been summoned from his garden and would present himself later in the evening. 
It subsequently transpired that immediately on getting the Sheih's messago he hnd 
followed the example of Sheikh Ali, and lnd devamped after removing cr thing 
from his house. Stronger proof than this of his disaffection, or better justification of 

revious opinions expressed with regard to him, could hardly be wished for. Sheikh 
fasim, who on his first coming had been spoken to very plainly, paid the Agency two 
or three hurried visits within the ensuing twenty-four hours, in the course of which 
the managed to divest himself of most of the uncttious pomposity which he had at first 
assumed, and now professed to admit frecly the error of his brother's ways and his 
uatecoming interforeog in matters which il not, concern him. He, howover, 
‘expressed the confident hope of being able to bring Sheikh Almed in, and begged as 
f personal favour, for which he would always remain mindful, to be given a little law 
for this purpose before any notice of banishment wore issued against him. He was 
accordingly granted twenty-four hours, and informed at the sme time that after that mo 
further law would be given unless he himself went on board one of the mea-of-war asa 
hostage ponding his brother's submission. Tt was never expectod that he would commit 
himecif fo such a course, but the twenty-four hours having clapsed he at onco took 
ime at mg word, and, coming over to the Ageney op first instance, ‘expressed his desire 
to procesd on board ‘His Majesty's ship “Sphinx” in the hope that the communica 
Cod to hie brother of the fast Ghat he Shotkh, Jasim, ad surrendered himself as a 
hostage to us, would induce him to rotura.

No other communication on the subject can bo tmoed as having passed 
dotween Major Cox and the Sultan, nor, so far as Mr, Brodrick is 
suggestion evar teen made to His Hightoss that he should be represented at ‘The 
Hague by Counsel, 

With rogard to the rofusal of His Highness to accept the French list of protégé, 
Lam to roquest that you will draw Lord Lansdowne's attention to the telegram from 
the Vicoroy of tho 30th March and to Major Grey's letter of the tint April last, 
From thoxo roports it would appear that the Sultan's action in this matter was spon~

The islands of Babrein, in tho Persian Gulf, hive, as you know, been at different
